of 1910 in the west, while Hound the World ranked 
as one of the ipieeus of two-year-old racing Iasi 
year, both east and we.st. They are at present the 
most lalk<-d of among the Kentucky Derby candi- 
dates. 

In 1S7C Vagrant came t(» the Derby contest as 
the umpiestioued champion of western two-year-olds 
of the previon.s season, and Parole was the first ot 
Ills age in the east a.s a kindergarten performer. 
That da.v the owners of Imlh these horses were the 
guests of I’re.sident M. Lewis Clark, and they viewed 
Ihe running of the two geldings from the old club 
bouse, now used for other tnirimses on the south side 
of the track. Vagrant won the race, with Creed- 
moor second anil Harry Hill third. Parole finished 
fonrih and ran as if a little sliort for the raci*. It 
wa.s his first start as a three-year-old. Vagrant 
was more seasoned, havin.g won the I’hoenix Hotel 
Stakes at Lexington the week previous. Vagrant 
was a gaunt gelding, rai-y liMiking and with a daz- 
zling burst of .s[>eed. He raced on for several sea 
sons, but the Derby was his most notable perfor- 
mance. Mr. .\stor finally sold him for. $l,."i(K) and 
Vagrant ended his days in the selling race brigade. 

Parole, though defeated in the Kentucky Derby by 
Vagrant, far outsripped him in succeeding years, 
earning not only fame in tiiis country but in England 
as well. Even at the age of six years he defeated 
in England the great Isonom.v. still rated in (treat 
Jti'ilain as one of the In-st horses of the ct'iitnr.v. 

'Hie Derby in 1876 was not the onl.v one won by 
.Mr. Astor. In the spring of 1S77 he ptiid D. Swigert 
$12.0(10 for Baden Baden and captured the big race 
with the son of .\ustralian. Baden Baden surpasseii 
the acliievements of Vagrant, for in 1877 he won the 
lieh Travers .Stakes at Saratoga, defeating Brada- 
raante. Baden Baden was established as a sire on 
Die .\stor farm near New York. For a mmiber of 
years Mr. .Vstor raei-d horses, tint on a limited scale. 
Ills most notable seasons were those In which he 
won the Keniueky Derby. 

P. Ixirillard. nixm the other band, was the W. C. 
Whitney of the early days of racing around New 
York. He wa.s the onl.v .Vineriean turfman that ever 
won the Epsom Derby with an Ameriean-hred horse, 
IriMinois. .\nd he was, and is. the ’only American 
turfman that ever won the Doncaster St. Le.gcr. In 
this event it was Iroqtwds whieh finished in front. 
Mr. Ijirillard maintained Ihe famous Itancoeas Stud 
in New Jersey as long as ho lived and annually raced 
one of the greatest strings of horses in training. 

The closing-ont sale of the Lorillurd raixus. follow- 
ing hi.s death, has only been duplicated in .\merica 
when Ihe eider .\iigust Belmont and \V. C. Whitney 
ilied. It was at the Lorillard disinusal (hat Dwyor 
Bros, paid $29.((6n for Dew Drop, which remains 
the higliest price ever paid ai a public auction in 
this country for a lliice-ycar-old lill.v. 

Coming to sim> tlie Keiitneky Derby this sfiring is 
Capl. E. B. Cassatt, a son of Die late A. .1. Ctissati, 
who was president of tlie 1‘ciinsylvaiiia itailixiad. 
Tlie elder Cassatt was a great factor on tin' tuiT 
in tlie .\stor and lan'illanl ilay.s. He won the Sulmr- 
ban Handieap witli Ennis and Die I’.rooklyn Handi- 
f.'ip willi The Bard. He also liicd (odd Hisds. 
anollier winner of the Siiliiirlian. (!oId Heels wtis 
liy The Bard Heel and T<h'. with which lie won Ihe 
Manhattan Handicap. The appro|irialcly named 
lioise. Now or Never, was also raced by Mr. t'as- 
salt. Now or Never's dam was Bye and Bye. 
.Another great mare raced by him was Eipiil.v. SUM 
another was Maiinn'e, the graiiddani of U6niid the 
World. pr(>sent favorite of tli(> Kcutneky Derby. 
Some of the horses that will Im' raced Ibis spring 
at Cbiircbill Downs by Cajitaiii Cassatt carry in 
tlicir veins the strains of blimd tliat made tlip cider 
Cassatt's Clicslerlinsik Farm in IViinsylVitnia. so 
fa iiions.
